The Masc System was 
pulled to carry jump jets and a C-3 Slave Unit. The hatch- 
et was replaced with an even deadlier mace and triple 
strength myomers with the C -3 slave added. This mech 
and pilot are considered very dangerous in close combet 
which should be avoided at all costs.

A 70 ton Catapheart was used as the base of Nene's 
electronic warfare mech.

Nene will 
stay to the back of the group, identi- 
fing the targets for the others to deal 
with, unless someone gets too close. 
Completing the team is a 3050 
Shadowhawk also with a C-3 link. 
Linna tends to take this mech in to 
extreme close range. She is the 
teams’ all-around fighter, working 
equally well in both ranged and 
hand to hand fighting. 

When the team needs air support in 
the field, Mackie is called in. He 
pilots the Stingray Heavy Aerospace 
Fighter. Like the rest of the mechs 
on the team, this craft has been 
modified with upgraded weapons 
and heatsinks which keeps it on par 
with the newer fighters. 

This team will use power armor 
when the situations demand greater 
stealth. They are usually transported by a semi truck 
designed for urban/covert combat. Their drop ship is 
known to be registered under the name of Silky Doll but 
we have no information on its' captian or crew. 


That covers just about all the information we have on the 
Knight Sabers mercanary unit.

REVELL OF GERMANY’S 
HINDENBURG 
AND 
LOCKHEED SEA SHADOW 


Reviewed by Don Brynelsen 


Normally, this particular section of Anime Squared deals 
with Anime based model kits. I have already reviewed kits 
based on both Captain Harlock and the Yamato saga, and 
among planned future columns are a review of the new 
kits based on the YAMATO:2520 series due to be released 
in this country later this year, and a how to article on 
converting a kit of a Honda City into the cop car from 
YOUR UNDER ARREST! But sometimes I also come 
across kits that I feel might be of interest to our readers 
such as the two profiled in this installment of Modelers 
Bench. 


LZ 129 HINDENBURG 


Manufacturer Revell of Germany 
Scale: 1/720 
Suggested Retail: $18.00 


“Cool! They've got a blimp!” The Tick 


Actually this isn’t a kit of a blimp, but rather a dirigible, 
more specifically the HINDENBURG, which exploded 
and crashed at Lakehurst New Jersey in the late thirties. 
You movie buffs out there 
might recall it was the air- 
ship Indy and his father 
escaped Nazi Germany 
aboard in INDIANA JONES 
AND THE LAST CRU- 
SADE. AMT produced a 
larger scale kit of this 
famous craft in the late 70’s, 
but that kit has been out of 
production for many years, 
leaving a void in the model- 


ing world until now. 


At 1/720 scale this kit measures out to slightly 
over a foot in length when completed and comes complete 
with a scale mooring mast to complement it when dis- 
played. Clear pieces are provided for the passenger lounge 
windows in the main hull as well as the glass part of the 
control gondola. Assembly is rather simple and straight- 
forward, although care should be taken with the support 
pylons for the four engine pods which are molded in scale 
and thus rather delicate! A slight hairline gap runs along a 
longitudinal rib where the halves of the hull join, thus 
helping to hide it, but also making puttying a breeze. The 
nose and tail caps also join at actual separation points on 
the real airship, and together with the plastic molded in a 
close to prototype silver, make for a kit you could build 
straight out of the box without the need for painting. 
Decals are provided for all the markings except for the 
swastikas on the tail surfaces. A law in Germany prohibits 
the depiction of the Nazi symbol on products produced 
there, which means you'll have to find some after market 
decals in the nght size or free hand them yourself using a 
brush or marker pen 


So what interest would this kit have to an Anime 
fan? Well, if you enjoy the adventures of the TICK, you 
could build it as the aircraft of those villains, The Idea 
Men. Several Anime have featured rigid airships as part of 
the storyline, such as KIKI’s DELIVERY SERVICE in 
which the climactic scene has the heroine rescuing some 
crewmen dangling from the moonng ropes of a runaway 
zeppelin. LAPUTA of course has those wonderful combat 
airships, and some inspiration could also be found in the 
aircraft of SECRET OF BLUE WATER.
